To make drinking water or milk 
safe from bacteria take a tablespoon- 
ful/ of chloride of lime (fresh) and dis- 
solve in a cupful of water and keep 
this as a stock solution from which 
one teaspoonful in 6 or 8 quarts of 
water ‘will kill all bacteria, including 
typhoid and colon bacilla. The wa- 
ter so°treated will neither taste nor 
smell of the chloride of lime and the 
stock solution will remain good for 
Several days. 


The natural breeding yisce of fies, 
the carriers of typhoid fever verms, 
is in the horse manure heap. This 
refuse should be removed at onee. A 
few unclean backyards can furnish flies 
for a whole city. Destroy the vreed- 
ing places and the flies will soon cis- 
appear. Horse manure and other fil- 
lth can be treated with a liberal sup- 
ply of lime which is effective in de 
stroying the eggs and maggott. Fly 
paper, sercen cages, fly poison and 
wire paddles are all good in their 
why, but the destruction of the bree/- 
ing places is the only way to safe- 
guard against this dangerous pest.
